The price is three dollars, which is little 
enough for the secret to Success. It is 
far cheaper than any course I have seen 
advertised in the back of the American 
Magazine, and I assure you the book is 
far easier to read than the front of the 
American Magazine. 

Dr. Reede and his disciple, Mr. O’Hig- 
gins, in this book consider the lives of

(A d 
lusion, by the way, which was cherished 
by a Greater than Emerson, some 2,000 
years earlier.) Lincoln wrote the Getty 
burg Address and became melancholy 
We had, to be sure, always supposed that 
the Civil War was a slightly contributory 
cause of his melancholy—but let that 
The fact remains that these thre: 
men suffered from an inferiority complex 
according to the eminent “‘new psychol 
ogists,” and failed to adjust themselves 
to reality. 

You, dear reader, will, I am sure, feel 
as badly as I did about it. Think, if 
they hadn’t been so afflicted, they might 
have amounted to something! All Emer- 
son accomplished Was a body of prose and 
some poetry, of which the former, at 
least, influenced thousands upon thou- 
sands of young men in his day, and is 
influencing them yet. All Mark Twain 
contrived to do was to write two of the 
finest works of fiction ever penned in 
America, and to die honored all over the 
globe.

Not the 
greatest, of course. You could never 
become a “new psychologist,” in all 
probability, if you had one. But you 


might hope with patience and application 
to become at least a Mark Twain or a 
Waldo Emerson or an Abe Lincoln. It is, 
I decided, almost worth trying. 

I don’t yet know whether it is too late 
in my own case. So far as I can learn 
from Doctors O'Higgins and Reede, all 
the typical American have de- 
veloped very early in life. Still, I have 
been feeling inferior for more thantwenty- 
five years, every time I played golf, and 
I also am descended from a double line 
of Puritans and am chock full of inhibited 
instincts. I have never, for example, 
had my nails manicured, my 
subconsciousness tells me it is immoral. 
That undoubtedly is the cause of my 
hyperacidity. It as if I 
had a fighting chance for some little 
minor in the world, even if I 
cannot hope at this late date to be a 
Lincoln, or even a Barnum or a Mark 
Hanna. I intend to read the book again, 
more carefully.
